The telegraphic despniches to-day leave 


no doabt as to the position of England.— 
She is against ns, or was before northern 
patriotism developed itself with such start- 
ling and energetic demonstrations in favor 
of'supporting the government. The Eng- 
lish government is now said to be slowly 
changing its ground. But should any re- 
verse to our arms take place on the battle 
fietd^ we may expect an immediate recogni- 
tion of the Southern Confederacy. Since 
Lord John Russell's first declaration that 
the southern rebels were entitled to bellig- 
erent rights, we have expected nothing else. 
Such speeches are not made by England's 
foreign secretary, without due considera- 
tion. It meant something then, and it 
-means a good deal yet. The confidence of 
the southern rebels that they would receive 
foreign support, has not been without pri- 
vato assurances; and we doubt whether 
they would have embarked in their conspir- 
acy without promises of aid from European 
governments. 
, 


.Whatever course England may now pur- 


sue, she must know that she has lost the 
friendship of the people of America who 
are loyal to their government, and it is not 
likely that any professions now made will 
be sincere. We are sure to feel the weight 
of her power, if we meet with misfortune. 
Let ns bear that in mind, and be careful 
not. to give any such opportunity; and 
when the rebellion is put down, our first 
duty is to prepare ourselves, in a naval and 
military point of view; to meet our enemies, 
at home and abroad. 


Henceforth, America will be a military 


nation, and depend for respect upon her 
power, and not upon the treacherous friend- 
ship of the governments of the old world.

The following letter was received a few 


days since by one of oar citizens, and at 
our request has been furnished us for pub- 
lication, as a free expression of southern 
feeling and opinions. It is a private letter, 
and contains some things of a merely per- 
sonal nature; but these are so interwoven 
with the absorbing topic now agitating the 
country that it would be difficult to separ- 
ate them, .and yet fully present the views of 
the writer. A communication of this char- 
acter, moreover, is more likely to be frank 
and outspoken than if prepared under' the 
restraint of an expected publication. It 
will do the people of the north no harm to 
occasionally get an insight into the home 
thoughts and feelings of their southern 
neighbors. 
Some of the statements of the 


writer are, of course, gross exaggerations,

Black Republican Irlend Curtis 


Yours of April 28th came to hand in due 


time and would have been answered before, 
but the idea cf your -turning into a black 
republican after being what you have been 
so long, was just about as big a pill as I 
well could swollow. But I suppose the old 
adage (bad company corrupts good morals) 
proved true in your case as in thousands of 
others. What cause you could have had 
for turning such a complete .summersault, 
I for my part can't divine, except it be on 
the principal of " he that fights and runs 
away, may live to fight another day," or to 
prevent that decidedly unpleasant coat of 
tar and feathers you spoke of in your letter 
as being prepared for secessionists. 
That 


is consistent isn't it? when taken iu con- 
nection with what you wrote in relation to 
the northern people not being so narrow- 
minded as to interfere with the mails.— 
They won't stop the mails but they will tar 
and feather a man for entertaining opinions 
adverse to their own. And I think I can 
tell a different story about the mails, than 
anything you have heard perhaps ; which 
is that for the past three months there has 
been a strict watch kept of all mails coming 
soutJi, both at Cairo and Cincinnati, You 
may think that a strong story but neverthe- 
"ess it is true. 


You say every man at the north ia ready 


to fight for the glorious old flag. Well, 
ighton, but for your own good health I 
would advise you to do all your fighting 
north of Mason & Dixon's line, for should 
you venture south of that jou might share 
he same fate of your Gallant Col. Ells- 
worth.

Enclosed I send you an article cut from 


a Memphis paper, formerly a strong Union 
sheet. It expresses the sentiments of the 
whole south. I see northern papers quite 
often, such as the New York Tribune and 
cindred sheets—and judging from what I 
read in them, the north must have decided- 
y erroneous opinions in relation to the 
south being such a poor, defenseless, easily 
conquered country. 
One would infer from 


them that you think it but a good breakfast 
spell to come down and exterminate the 
whole of niggerdom (as the Tribune styles 
one of the rtost noble and liberal people 
n this footstool) chills, fevers, musqvjitos 
nd all. 
If that is your opinion, for heav- 


jn's sake go at once and learn wisdom of 
he past, and not engage in a war that is 
•ure to bring defeat and disgrace and cause 
.he old flag to curse yon for bearing it in 
such an unjust and fratricidal war. 
The 


,bo veyou think is pretty strong,butharkyou. 
Che time is not far distant when you will 
hink as I do, or if you do not yon will not 
believe the truth. The truth in relation to 
he position the south has taken and what 
we are fighting for is I presume unknown 
o you and will be until the northern jour- 
nalists see fit to publish the unvarnished 
"acts .in the case. The south are fighting 
or their homes, for their institutions and 
or their rights as guaranteed by the con- 
titution, and that self same old stars and 
tripes you appear to so much venerate. 


You say truly that the south has much 


cause for complaint. 
She has, and the 


cause is of long standing—too long and 
burdensome to be borne any longer; and 
as a free people we are determined to throw 
off that burden by separation. That is all 
we ask—peaceably if we can, forcibly if 
we must. 


The south are a unit in that respect now, 


with the exception of three border states, 
and they are simply kept from it by the 
hordes of northern soldiers sent to assist 
northern abolitionists that have sought 
homes in slave states. And when I read 
in northern papers of the manner in which 
they are to subjugate the south, and the 
ease with which it is to be done, it makes 
me laugh. The idea of your exterminating 
such an army as the south can bring into 
the field, and with such resources to back 
them, is simply ridiculous and could hardly 
exist in a well informed man's head. 
The 


south has some two hundred thousand men 
in the field, well armed and provided for, 
and as many more can be had if necessary 
to repel an invasion; and yet, the pro- 
ducing interest of the south will not 
be much impaired. Every man can be a 
soldier while the contented darkies till the 
corn and cotton. And as for an insurrec- 
tion among the slaves, it is the last thing 
thought of—at least you would think so to 


Next Saturday the question of secession 


will be voted upon by the people of Ten- 
nessee, and will carry by about 50,000 ma- 
jority. Then I suppose we shall all be 
traitors. This county, at the late election, 
was almost unanimous for the Union, but 
now you will find but three or four in the 
county, and one of them belongs to a com- 
pany tha.t will be called into service in a 
few days. 
. We have no lack of arms now, as those 
contracted for by the southern confederacy 
in Europe have arrived, and been distribu- 
ted among the states. 
We have three large 


powder manufactories that have sprung up 
within four months. 
Saltpetre ia found in 


abundance in several large caves in north- 
ern Alabama and middle Tennessee, and is 
now fast being turned into Yankee exter- 
minator. If yon think it such au easy task 
to whip and exterminate the south, and di- 
vide the'rich plantations among the ' brave' 
soldiers'you are sending down, you .will 
find, when too late, that you have caught a 
Tartar, for I tell you that when you come 
contact with southern troops you nill not 
meet with men fighting for ten dollars a 
month, but men fighting for their .homes. 
Rich and poor stand side by side in the 
common ranks, and men that will fight as 
none but southern men can when spurred 
on by Iheir hatred.of abolition rnle. 
Yon 


will find they will send the bowie knife 
home to the hilt every time, and never cry 
subdued as long ns there is. n "leg left to 
kick or an arm to strike. 


The prospect of fine 
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crops was never 


better. 
Most of the wheat will be harvest- 


ed this week, which, so far as flour is con- 
cerned, will give us an abundance for two 
years. 
jThe south hes for years past been 


too slack about raising their own bread. 
They have preferred growing cotton and to- 
bacco, and depending on the north for

The rebel slave holders fearing that 


their chattels will take part with the gener.

I am enabled to state upon what I think 


is unquestionable authority, that Maj. Gen. 
Banks will, to-morrow, repair to Baltimore 
to take command of the federal. troops of 
that place. 
Since Gen'l Butler left, the de- 


moralization of the*men and the loss of the 
Maryland Unionists has been very rapid. 
It is hoped of Gen'l Banks that his military 
administration will be prompt and discreet. 


It is understood that a corps d' armec, to 


be made up of six regiments of infantry 
with the requisite artillery and cavalry, will 
be sent forward from this city within the 
next twenty-four hours, toward Frederick, 
Maryland, it is supposed to frustrate thri in- 
tention of the rebels to make a flank dem 
onstralion on Maryland soil.

This movement is supposed to be the initia- 
tory of a vigorous movement from Pennsyl- 
vania and western Virginia, on Harper's 
Ferry. 


Everything is quiet on the Virginia side 


of the Potomoc- to-day. Nothing to indi- 
cate an advance of either side, though the 
advance of the -pickets from the two lines, 
now almost within rifle shot of each other, 
leads to the belief that some important 
movement cannot be far off. 


The tear which prevails in some places of 


a speedy attack on Washington by the reb- 
els, is tho't here to be without foundation. 
It is certain that Gen. Scott is aware of the 
numerical strength and military resources 
of the enemy, aud probably of their minut- 
est movements. His scouts and apies are 
daily coming in with reliable intellinence 
which is not communicated to the public. 


The Pennsylvania and Ohio troops were 


enabled, to-day, by the arrival of new and 
better uniforms, to rid themselves of ihe 
poor-bouse clothes, which were imposed up- 
on them by contractors. The frauds by 
which they have suffered are of the most 
outrageous, character.

A Southern. Opinion of Kortbern War 
Movements.

[From tlio Charleston Mercury, May 31.] 


Night and day, for tha last two months, 


has the northern government been makibg 
herculean efforts in its department of war. 
Preparation on the most gigantic scale has 
gone on steadily aad unflagging, under the 
intelligent and able superintendence and 
direction of Gen. Scott. An immense body 
of volunteers have been thrown into camp, 
and aret_ drilling eight hours a day under 
competent officers of West Point training. 
The arms at hand have been distributed, 
and all who are to engage soon..in. battle 
have been thoroughly equipped with the 
best weapons. Factories for the manufac- 
ture of cannon, rifles, sabers, bayonets and 
ammunition of every description, are in full 
operation at the north during the whole 24 
hours of each day. 


Agents have long since been sent abroad 


to Europe to procure and forward, as fast as 
possible, cargoes ef improved arms,, and 
already they have begun to arrive. 
Great 


efforts have also been made for the health, 
comfort and supplies of the northern troops. 
Energy and promptitude have characterized 
their, movements both in Maryland and St. 
Louis, and their success along the border 
has, so far, been complete. They have, in 
the west, obtained and secured the great re- 
pository of arms for that section, equipped 
our enemies of St. Louis, Illinois; Indiana 
and Ohio, leaving the resistance men of 
Missouri'poorly provided, Kentucky unarm- 
ed end overawed, and.Tennessee also, with 
a raeapre provision for fighting, dependent 
on the cotton states for weapons of defense. 
Maryland has been cowed and overpowered, 
Washington rendered as secure as may be, 
while Virginia is invaded, and Richmond 
threatened with capture. 


In all this the military proceedings of the 


north, since the fall of Snmter, have been 
eminently wise. . .For the purpose of over- 
powering, disheartening and gaining the 
first advantages, which, both at home and 
abroad, are of immense importance, the 
concentration of all the forces available as 
promptly as possible, has been clearly the 
course of .generalship and true economy.— 
The first blow is said to be often half the 
battle. . The war policy of Scott and the 
northern government has all the effect of 
the first blow. The final result we cannot, 
in the slightest degree, doubt. The. imme- 
diate signal will depend in a great measure, 
upon the number of troops now got ready, 
and the efficiency of the preparation made 
for them by the confederate government du- 
ring the same period Scott has been at 
work. Let us not commit the mistake of 
underrating our enemy, or of supposing 
that, in modern warfare, it is only the cour- 
age of a people and the relative military 
talent of,their field officers that decide the 
issues of war. 
Ability in combinations and 


bravery in executing them may fail of suc- 
cess where the material is wanting or defi- 
cient. An hour's delay of a corps of re- 
serve lost the battle of Waterloo, and Napo- 
leon fought the battle with the best troops 
in the world. 
They were cut to pieces.
